New York, July 3

FATAL EXPLOSION OF SHELL 
St. Petersburg, July 3 
This afternoon, as a wa^on-load of old 
artillery material, which a dealer m iron had 
bought from the Governmeni at public auction, 
was being discharged at the purchaser's place of 
business, a 9 in. shell, ,supposed, hut erroneously, 
lo have been duly unloaded, burst in the midst of a 
number of people. Sixteen persons, including four 
children, were killed on the spot. Several others 
were more or less seriously injured. 

THE CHOLERA 
Rome, July 3 

The cholera returns for the past 24 hours 
report 1 15 cases and 36 deaths in the province of 
Brindisi, a decrease of 32 cases and 12 deaths as 
compared with the preceeding day.

44 cases and 17 
dealhs at Francavilla Fontana, !?> cases and 10 
deaths at L^iiano, and 20 cases and one dcaih at 
Bon Vilo.

Dr. Ebenizer Turnbul! delivered a 
lecture, which dealt with the history of excavations 
and the inelhod by whicli they may most profitabiy 
be conducted. Dr. Turnbull and archaeologisis 
James Windibank and Andrew Weatherby are 
embarking this week on a new Egyptian 
expedition, excavating Kalebet's Tomb at the head 
of the Valley of the Kings near Kamak and Luxor. 

Saturday's lecture was iltuslraled by 
photographs thrown on a screen by ihe electric 
light which showed vividly and distinctly not only 
the work done at i(s various stages, but the modus 
{tpciandi, the conditions under which work of thif^ 
character musi be carried on, and Ihe instruments 
necessary for Ihe purpose, and enabled those 
present to realize that, in classical study as in the 
sciences, there is an ample field of experimenl and 
discovery open to the individnaL 

Dr, Turnbul] prefaced his lecture by an 
explanation of the real objects of these 
excavations, in these days, whatever might have 
given the first stimulus to such efforts, the primary 
motive was certainly not to find and keep treasure, 
any more ihan it was the aim of the astronomer to 
possess a star. The modern archaeologisi was as 
little to be confounded with the ere asu re- seeker as 
the mineralogist was with the gold miner. His aim 
must be to restore to life the monuments of bygone 
tfmes, to bring vividly before us the various phases 
of ancient societies, whether civilized and 
uncivilized.

My Dear Mr Dean, I have had the honour lo 
receive the letter addressed lo me by a body of 
more than 250 clergymen of the Church of 
England, who in it have strongly expressed their 
approval of the policy of Home Rule for Ireland. 

I rejoice to perceive in this list so many 
names, besides your own, distinguished for sound 
judgement and wide practical experience, for 
learning and ability, for self-denying and devoted 
service. 

Other names are known lo me of 
distinguished men who, without concurring in 
every phase of this letter, agree heartily in its 
cardinal proposition, or who, having no scruple as 
to any of its expressions, have shrunk from 
exposing themselves and their families, or the 
work they have in hand, to the consequences 
known to me in more than one painful instance. 

I entertain a lively hope that reflection and 
further informalion as to many odious proceedings 
now carried on in Ireland and ihinly covered (as 
has for centuries been the estimated practice) by 
the desecrated names of law and order will greatly 
widen among the estimaied clergy ihat which they 
have already so much widened among our 
countrymen at large the conviction that no honour 
and no advantage can be gained by a continued 
refusal to accede to the moderate and 
consiilutionally expressed demands of the Irish 
people.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT 

April IO(Before Mr, Justice DENMAN) 

HARRY ATKINSON, 2L tanner, was 
indicted for wounding Lucrciia Prim, with intent to 
murder, 

Mr. Mead and Mr. Wilfrid Robarts 
ymisecuied; Mr. Faversham. at the retiuesi of Mr 
Jusiice Buchanan, appeared for the defence. 

The prosecutrix, a girl of 15, was employed 
as a waitress at a coffee-shop in BcjTnondscy, at 
which the prisoner was a customer. On the day in 
question, the prisoner entered the shop and asked 
the prosecutrix for a cup of tea. The prosecutrix 
served him one and asked him whether he would 
have ,some bread and huiter; but he answered in the 
negative. The prosecutrix walked out of the shop, 
when the prisoner, having locked the doors, caught 
hold of her and cut her throat with a penknife, 
inflicting a serious wound, afier which he left die 
house. The prosecutrix was taken to Ihe hospital, 
where her wound was attended to. 

MR, FAVERSHAM, addrcssing the jury for 
Ihe defence, submitted that the prisoner was ol 
unsound mind at the lime, and not responsible for 
his actions. 

Evidence was given showing ihat ihe prisoner 
had suffered from epilcpiic tils, was of morose and 
sullen lemperamcni, and had received injuries lo 
the head. 

Dr, Gilberl, surgeon at Holloway Gaol, said 
that the prisoner was of very weak intellect and 
almost an imbecile, but ihat he knew what he was 
doing. 

The jury, after a considerab/c absence from 
Court, found the prisoner guilty on the second 
count of wounding with the iniem lo do grievous 
bodily harm and added thai ihey were of opinion 
that he was of weak mind, hut not irrcspciiisiblc for 
his actions. 

MR. JUSTICE BUCHANAN ,sajd Ihat ihe 
case was a very shocking one. and he sentenced 
the prisoner lo seven years* penal .servitude.

Ironical questions have been asked in the 
House of Commons with regard to the 
architectural aspect of the building which is 
destined lo go by the name of New ScotUmd Yard. 

They are obviously intended lo be ihe prelude of 
sharp criticism, and in order that the criticism may 
be appreciated, thai its justice or injustice, as the 
case may be, may be followed, ii will be no bad 
thing to e(U|uire into the nalure of the structure 
which is to become a substitute for the 
miscellaneous collection of buildings in which, for 
some lime, the central business of the metropolitan 
police has been conducted. Nor will any criticism 
be fair which does not take into account the 
capacities of Ihe site and the complex character of 
the business which ha^ to be conducted in Scotland 
Yard, 

For all practical purposes, New Scotland 
Yard is an unqualified success, and it has 
poteniialiiies, such as a spacious and fairly lighted 
crypt, in which men may be kept in reserve in the 
event of an unexpected riot, of which space does 
not permit the enumeration-

Sir, With regard to the suggestion that 
bloodhounds might assist in tracking the Thames

COLONIAL NEWS 

We have received the following (elegrams through 
the Reuters' Agency: 

TURKEY 
Constantinople, December 30 
Yesterday, the Sultan sent a very kind 
message to Mrs. Hobari, informing her that orders 
had been given thai a suitable pension should be 
provided for her and requesting her and her 
nephew, the Earl of Buckinghamshire, to go to the 
palace lo-day and receive the firman from His 
Majesty's hands. 

THH UNITED STATES 
Washington, December 30 
Orders have been issued to hasten the work 
of preparing three warships. Two of these will be 
equipped at Mare Island and the other at New 
York. It is reported thai the vessels will be 
despatched to Samoa or to the Isthmus of Panama. 

New York, December 30 
In his decision yesterday against the North 
River Sugar Retining Company for entering a 
trust, the judge of the Supreme Court declared thai 
the trust was illcgat. 

THE COAL STRIKE IN AUSTRALIA 

Sydtiey, December 30 
The slate of affairs in the Newcastle colliery 
district is beginning to look more hopeful. In some 
collieries, which are outside those owned by the 
Associated Coal Mine proprietors, the men have 
accepted the masiers" terms; and two of the 
associated collieries are employing non-unionized 
men. who arc protected by military and police. The 
district is tranquil, and ihe negotiations belween 
the masters and miners on strike continue, 

THE TOURNAl TREASURY CASE 

Brussels, December 30 

Canon Bernard has appealed to the Court of 
Cassation against the decision condemning him to 
three years^ imprisonment for breach of trust. In the 
meantime, he has taken refuge in France. 

The 5,000,000f-, which constituted the 
diocesan treasury of Toumai, arc deposited in the 
National Bank. Many persons, the heirs of those who 
have intrusted or bequeathed money to the treasury, 
have notified their claims to the National Bank. The 
diocesan authorities, however, not being recognized 
as a legal corporation, the treasury is, in factn without 
a proprietor, and should rcverl to the Slate. 

International aiicniion has focused on the 
incident because its extreme nature could set a 
precedent for other, less extreme instances. Many 
church leaders in England have expressed sympathy 
for the Canon-

They prohibit the suppfying of 
natives with hrcarms, intoxicating liquors, or 
opium, and forbid all attempts to remove natives 
from their homes. The proclamaiions also provide 
for the adoption of the laws and Gold Mining Acts 
in force in Queensland, with payment of rewards 
for hnds of gold at Ihe option of the administrator.

Madrid. December 30 
The Minister of Ihe Colonial has issued a 
decree to-day inviting tenders by the 14th af 
October next, in Madrid aud Manila 
simultaneously, for the construction of a railway 
bciwecn Manila and Daguran.
